Idaho and Statehood. 


Wasnrnoctow, D. O., April 2.—Delegate 
Fred E. Dubois believes that Idaho Territory, 
which he represents in Congress, will be ad- 
mitted as a State during the coming session. 
Mr. Dubois says that the leading citizens of 
the Territory united some time ago in calling 


upon the Governor to issue a proclamation 
for a constitdtional convention, to be 
held at Boise City on the 4th 
day of July. The Governor has 
issued a proclamation andthe people enthu- 
siastically responded. The separate counties 
have ordered elections to be held in June for 
members of the convention. So great is the 
desire for stateheod that in counties which 
are nearly evenly divided politically, only one 
ticket will be presented, embracing an even 
mumber of Democrats and Republicans. 
After the constitution is framed it will 
be submitted to the people in November 
and at the same time a full State ticket, a 
member of Congress and members of the Leg- 
islature to elect two United States Senators 
will be selected. As soon as Congress accepts 
the constitution the State officers will take 
charge, the Legisiature will convene and 
elect Senators, and the member of Congress 
take his seat. 

Do you anticipate any serious opposition 
from Congress?’’ was asked.

HE deposition of Rev. 
Henry Truro Bray 
from the Episcopal 
ministry at his own 
request recalls other 
changes in belief 
which have occurred 
in this city in the past 
few years. The most 
notable deposition 
which ever occurred 
here was that of the 
Rev. John Fulton, 
who was pastor of St. 
George’s Church pre- 
vious to Dr. Holland. 
He was one of the

When 
he resigned the miaistry he had passed the 
meridien of life and was entirely dependent on 
his own endeavors for a living. He 
started to practice the law and 
went from here to New York. 
He is at present believed to be in Chicago. 
Another notable change was that of Rev. Jo- 
seph Foy from the Campbellites to the Episco- 
pal Churen. He went back again to his orig- 
inal belief. Dr. McFarilane’s change from the 
Presbyterians to the Episcopalians, was like 
Dr. Foy’s not, lasting. He, too, soot? returned 
to the church in which he had been first or- 

dained. 

Dr. Bray's assertions that there is a wide- 
spread disbelief existing in all denominations, 
are not cre dited by the ministers. It may be 
that he has heard doubts expressed by some. 
But he is very wrong, the ministers say in
